Troops await orders; 2 ships hit mines

DHAHRAN, Saudi Arabia — On 
call and on edge, U.S. and allied 
troops awaited the fateful “go” order 
Monday along the northern front. 

American gunners pounded Iraqi 
positions with artillery fire. Iraqi 
mines afloat in the Persian Gulf dam- 
aged two U.S. Navy warships. Also, 
Air Force rescue helicopters plucked 
a downed pilot to safety from deep 
inside Iraqi-held territory. 

“We are prepared to attack if nec- 
essary ... tomorrow,” said Brig. Gen. 
Daniel Gazeau, deputy commander of 
the French contingent. 

The allies were ready, ‘too, to de- 
fend against any Iraqi pre-emptive 
attack aimed at, disrupting their 
plans. 

“Most of us believe he will try it,” 
said Marine Col. Carl Fulford. “What 


option is left to him at this stage?” 

“It’s probably to our advantage to 
have the air campaign go on,” said 
command spokesman Brig. Gen. 
Richard Neal, “because ... every day 
our aviation elements are in the air, 
they’re inflicting casualties.” 

At the command’s daily news brief- 
ing in Riyadh, Saudi Arabia, the 
Marine general reported that partly 
cloudy weather Monday cut into the 
number of Desert Storm air sorties, 
reducing them to 2,400 in 24 hours. 

Almost 1,000 missions were flown 
against the Republican Guard and 
other Iraqi units in Kuwait and south- 
ern Iraq, where air strikes are “soft- 
ening up” the dug-in defenses in ad- 
vance of a U.S.-led ground assault. 

A recent change in air tactics was 
giving American warplanes greater 
success against Iraqi armor and other 
targets, a U.S. military source said. 


IRA bomb kills 1, injures 40 
in London railway station

LONDON — A bomb exploded at 
Victoria station during morning rush 
hour Monday, 45 minutes after a 
caller claiming to represent the Irish 
Republican Army warned of bombs at 
all of London’s train stations, police 
said. One man was killed and 40 peo- 
ple were wounded. 

It came less than three hours after 
a bomb exploded at Paddington sta- 
tion, another main station. Only a 
dozen employees were on duty, and 
no one was injured. 

The Victoria explosion at 7:46 a.m. 
sent screaming commuters running 
from the terminal, some trailing blood 
across the concourse. 

Morning rail traffic was halted for 
hours. 

Warning of the bomb was delivered 
by a man with an Irish accent who 
said, “We are the Irish Republican 
Army. Bombs to go off at all mainline 
stations in 45 minutes,” said Scotland 
Yard’s anti-terrorist chief, Comman- 
der George Churchill-Coleman. 

Bus driver Jaynti Patel said he saw 
aman, his shirt and jacket covered in 
blood, lying on the floor as emergency 
workers tried to revive him. 

The Irish Republican Army 
claimed responsibility for both at- 
tacks, but blamed the casualties on 
authorities who did not evacuate the 
city’s train stations.

When asked by Yvette Donosso, a student from 
Miami, Fla., if he felt it was worth it to end the 
recession with deficit spending, Reagan said he 
“can’t say without profanity how I feel when I hear 
some Congressman standing up on the floor of Con- 
gress and cite the deficit as mine. 

“The president of the United States can’t spend a 
dime. Only the Congress can spend the money,” he 
said and urged students to ask Congress to give the 
president line-item veto power. 

Juha Nordlund, a student from Finland, asked 
the former president if he felt the United States 
was taking a sufficient stand on the crisis in the 
Baltic States of the Soviet Union. 


“The cynical decision of senior secu- 
rity personnel not to evacuate railway 
stations named in secondary warn- 
ings, even three hours after the warn- 
ing device had exploded at Padding- 
ton in the early hours of this morning, 
was directly responsible for the casu- 
alties at Victoria,” a statement from 
the IRA said. 

Iain McGregor, deputy chief con- 
stable of the British Transport Police, 
said his department receives about 
six bomb threats a day. 

British Rail Chairman Robert Reid 
said it is not unusual for police to keep 
rail stations open after a bomb warn- 
ing. 

He said the IRA frequently places 
hoax calls. 

The bomb, which was hidden in a 
trash can on the concourse, “was 
quite deliberately intended to maim 
and kill,” Reid said. 

He said the caller’s timing may 
have been a deliberate attempt to 
make his warning appear to be a hoax. 

Several hours after the Victoria 
blast, Heathrow airport, Britain’s 
busiest, was evacuated briefly after 
police received a vague bomb threat, 
an airport spokeswoman said. 

Police searched the area and found 
nothing, : 

British rail closed all mainline sta- 
tions after the bombings, suspending 
service that carries half a million peo- 
ple into the capital every day. 


-2 dissenters disrupt Reagan

The two men who momentarily in- 
terrupted President Ronald Reagan’s 
Friday speech at the Marriott Center 
were not BYU students. 

Paul C. Richards, director of BYU 
Public Communications, said the men 
who were demonstrating their dis- 
agreement with Reagan’s former 
policies by holding up a banner that 
said “Why did you arm Iraq” were 
“nolitely ushered out and that was all 
there was to it.” 

The men, one a Weber State Uni- 
versity student and the other a Mexi+ 
can citizen, cooperated with police 
and were escorted from the building 
and released. 

He said Reagan was not even 
aware of the situation since the inci- 
dent occurred when Reagan was lis- 


* tening to a question during the ques- 


tion-and-answer session after his 
speech. Richards said BY U President 
Rex E. Lee later told Reagan about 
the incident. 

Neither BYU security nor the 
Seeret Service were concerned for 
the former president’s safety because 
the two men were “clearly just hold- 
ing a banner” and there was no need 
to be concerned, he said. 

Richards said Reagan was very 
pleased with the “enjoyable inter- 
change” during the question session 
and the warm reception given by the 
approximately 10,000 BYU students 
and faculty who attended the speech. 

In his speech, Reagan said the 
golden age of freedom is near because 
America has stayed true to its ideals. 

“There are those that say America 


is weakening rapidly, that our glory © 


was the brief flash of time called the 
20th century, that ours was a burst of 


“We're not experiencing too many 
misses. We’re really having a field 
day taking out his tanks and ar- 
tillery,” the source said, without elab- 
orating on the new techniques.

struck Iraqi mines in the war, came as 
dozens of warships crowded farther 
north in the gulf in preparation for a 
possible U.S. Marine amphibious 
landing. 

A news-pool dispatch from the USS 
Tripoli said sleeping crewmen were 
jarred awake by a mine blast at 4:30 
a.m. as the helicopter assault ship led 
a mine-sweeping operation off the 
Kuwaiti coast. 

The explosion ripped a 16-by-20- 
foot hole in the forward starboard 
hull, 10 feet below the waterline, and 
flooded several compartments, the 
report said. 

About three hours later, the USS 
Princeton, a 1-year-old, $1 billion 
Aegis missile cruiser, struck another 
mine about 10 miles away, Neal re- 
ported.

The 40th president came to BYU at 
the personal invitation of President 
Lee. During his introduction Presi- 
dent Lee praised Reagan for being a 
president who never forgot the real 
people who comprise the world. 

The United States has become 
great because it is an empire of ideals 
such as freedom, democracy and the 
potential of the individual, Reagan 
said. Power is found in spirit, and that 
‘spirit is loose around the world. 

Reagan said Saddam Hussein is 
now challenging the world’s spirit, 
but “bullies always challenge things.” 

“T do believe the global yearning for 
freedom will cause Saddam Hussein’s 
statues to be overturned as surely as 
it caused Lenin’s statues to be top- 
pled,” he said. 

Reagan said he took pride in watch- 
ing the armed forces of the United 
States improve while he was presi- 
dent, and he would be “amiss” if he 
didn’t pledge his support and prayers 
for the safe return of the troops. 

During a recent trip to Europe, 
Reagan visited Leningrad and wit- 
nessed the smashing of statues and 
busts of Lenin — all done without 
punishment. The citizens of the city 
are waiting for a return of the name 
St. Petersburg because they don’t 
want the city to be called Leningrad 
anymore, he said. 

A divine plan existed that placed 
the American continent between the 
two oceans for the peoples of the 
world to find. “I believe that we were 
preordained to carry the lamp of free- 
dom for the world,” Reagan said. 

The worldwide trend toward 
democracy is encouraging but not 
guaranteed, he said.

The Baltic States came under the control of 
Stalin because they did not want to be taken over 
by Hitler, Reagan said. 


“What I would like to do is sit down with my 


friend (Mikhail Gorbachev) without some of his 
other people to eavesdrop and point out that if he 
would stand up and simply say to the world... that 
Russian control is no longer needed and free them 
to become independent countries as they were, I 
think that’s the answer,” Reagan said. 

David Hamblin, a student from Glendale, Ariz., 
asked Reagan if he felt religion can still play a role 
in people’s lives. 

Reagan said, “I think it can, and I think it must.” 
He said he learned much from the words of Abra- 
ham Lincoln when he said the duties of president 
could not be performed without the knowledge of a 
wiser source to call on.

Elder Dunn’s stories 
get national attention

News of Elder Paul H. Dunn em- 
bellishing stories in books and 
speeches was spread across the coun- 
try Saturday by newspapers carrying 
the wire service story. 

Elder Dunn, an emeritus member 


of the First Quorum of the Seventy - 


for The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints, is noted for his 
speeches and books. 

His war stories and major league 
baseball experiences recorded in his 
books and tapes came under fire in an 
article in Saturday’s Arizona Repub- 
lic. The story was copyrighted and 
subsequently picked up by The Asso- 
ciated Press and printed in various 
forms by other newspapers. 

Lynn Packer, a former BYU part- 
time communications teacher, discov- 
ered the discrepancies in Elder 
Dunn’s stories and passed along the 
information to The Arizona Republic. 

Elder Dunn confirmed charges in 
the articles that some of his more fa- 
mous stories are inaccurate. 

For instance, Elder Dunn never 
played major league baseball for the 
St. Louis Cardinals as he said in his 
book “You & Your World.” However, 
he did play once for the Pocatello Car- 
dinals, a farm club in Idaho. 

Another story that never happened 
was told by Elder Dunn on his tape 
“War Experiences.” He said that. on 
Okinawa, his best wartime friend, 
Harold Lester Brown, told him be- 
fore dying in his arms, “I know this is 
the end. ... If you ever have an oppor- 
tunity ... to talk to the young people of 
America, will you tell them for me 
that it’s a privilege to lay down my life 
for them. 

“And with that testimony on his 
lips, he died.” 

However, Brown is still alive and 
living in Odessa, Mo. According to 
Elder Dunn the story came about 
from combining wartime experiences 
and the death of another soldier. But

Elder Dunn admitted that the other 
soldier didn’t live through the night or 
die in his arms. 

Although all the Wasatch Front pa- 
pers ran the AP story, they didn’t 
cover it in the same way. 

The Associated Press story ran vir- 
tually intact on the front page of The 
Salt Lake Tribune’s local section and 
ran on the front page in both The Og- 
den Standard-Examiner and Provo’s 
Daily Herald. All three papers ran 
the story with a picture of Elder 
Dunn. 

The Deseret News was the only 
Wasatch Front daily that didn’t run 
the story on a section front. The AP 
article was on page 5 of The Deseret 
News local section. The headline for 
The Deseret News’ article was the 
smallest among the Wasatch dailies, 
and the paper didn’t run a picture of 
Elder Dunn. 

Richard D. Hall, city editor for The 
Deseret News, said, “The story play 
equaled the interest of the story. I

Smoke bill goes back to drawing board 


SALT LAKE CITY — Sen. Lyle Hillyard on Monday retired his smoke-free 
restaurant bill, saying it had become mired in moral arguments at the expense 
of the health issues it was intended to address. 

The original smoke-free restaurant legislation would have banned smoking 
in all restaurants except private clubs and those licensed to sell liquor. 

But the bill was amended extensively, and Hillyard, R-Logan, said it would 
be best to send it to an interim legislative committee for study and to seek 
$90,000 in funding this year to help local health departments determine how to 
enforce existing laws. 

Hillyard said critics had cast him in the role of a “straight-laced Mormon” 
trying to legislate the faith’s counsel against tobacco use. But he said his real 
worry was for the health of patrons and workers exposed to second-hand 
smoke, which some researchers believe causes as many as 40,000 deaths a 
year.

The vegetables include chayotes, 
tomatillos, cactus leaves, baby av- 
ocados, European cucumbers and a 
variety. of dried mushrooms and 
woodears. 

Cactus leaves may seem the most 
unusual of these, but .people do eat 
them. ; 

“Weird people eat them, but gener- 
ally they just sit up there and wilt,” 
Geis said. ; 

Cactus leaves are used mostly in 
Mexican dishes. The best. way to cook 
them is to-first remove the thorns 
with a potato peeler or sharp knife. 
Then dice.them and add to boiling, 
salted water with a-chopped onion. 
Boil five to ten minutes until it is ten- 


er. : 

The chayote is a light green, pear 
shaped, single seeded: squash from 
the gourd family. It is best when 
green and smooth. It can be cooked 
and served like a zucchini or in soups 
and salads. $ 

Tomatillos are also known .as a 
Mexican salsa tomato. “It makes 
some killer hot stuff with jalapenos,” 
Lee said. 

Baby avocados taste just like large 
avocados; they are just more expen- 
sive. os 

European cucumbers are not as 
smooth as the cucumbers people are 
used.to. They are long-and thin with 
ridges. They are hot-house grown 
burpless. ae 

“Burpless was a maine that was

Photographic essay shows AIDS victims 


set curator of the gallery. 

“That is a journalistic approach to 
recording the stories of people with 
AIDS, Each person photographed, or 
a member of their family, has written 
a paragraph or more that describes 
the individual situation and how it has 
affected their life.” 

Cheri Piefke, photographer of the 
exhibit, was compelled to do this ex- 
hibit when a close childhood friend 
died of the AIDS virus. She has 
worked extensively with the “People 
with AIDS Coalition” and the “Utah 
AIDS Foundation.” 

“Cheri has done a lot of extensive 
research for this exhibit,” Maxwell 
said. 

“She has gone all over the state and 
there are people represented from all 
different aspects of life. She has pic- 
tures and stories of prostitutes, peo- 


‘ple within the prisons, adult women, 


gay adults, and even children who 
have the deadly disease. 

“They have been victims of the dis- 
ease through blood transfusions, 
dirty hypodermic needles, sexual re- 
lations, and some of the children were 
just born with it.” 

“I tried to get a wide variety of 
different circumstances of people 
with the disease,” Piefke said. “I did 
six people anonymously because they 
were not ready to disclose to the 
world that they had the disease. Then 
later, three of them came to me and 
said that the photographs had helped 
them to deal with their own situation 
and they were ready to go public 
about it.” 

The exhibit is a moving piece of 
work, Maxwell said. He feels that 
each picture and statement is really

Utah beat the Cougars, 


Utah downs BYU, 
earns WAC crown

The Cougar basketball team has its 
work cut out for it to qualify for the 
NCAA tournament, but now the di- 
rection seems clear on what it has to 
do after losing to the University of 
Utah Utes Saturday night in Salt 
Lake City, 81-74. 

The loss by BYU stopped a five- 
game winning streak and gave Utah 
its first outright Western Athletic 
Conference championship since 1977. 
BYU fell to 16-11 on the year and 10-4 
inthe WAC. Utah climbed to 24-2 and 
13-1 in the conference and earned a 
first-round bye in the upcoming WAC 
tournament Mar. 6-9 in Laramie, 
Wyo. 

BYU was the last team that had a 
chance to catch the Utes for the con- 
ference title but will now have to 


reload and shoot to win the WAC 


tourney for the automatic berth the 
conference gets from the NCAA. 
The Cougars, who need just one 
more win or a loss by Wyoming (6-6) 
to claim the No. 2 seed in the tourna- 
ment, were helped by UTEP (7-6) 
who beat Wyoming Saturday, 72-69. 
BYU will probably face Hawaii (5- 
8) or San Diego State (5-8) in its first 
game and could have New Mexico (7- 
6) or UTEP inits bracket as well. 
If the Cougars do get the No. 2 seed, 
they may still have to contend with 
Wyoming who could move up into the 
No. 3 spot by winning all four of its 
remaining games which are at home. 
The Cougars could conceivably re- 


ceive an at-large bid to the NCAA 
tournament if they can finish with 18, 

19 or 20 wins because of their strong 

schedule, but the team would rather 

not leave the decision to chance. 

“We may make it, we may not,” 
said Cougar forward Steve 
Schreiner. “We've just got to re- 
group. We’ ve got to win the (WAC) 
tournament.’ 

BYU coach Roger Reid said, 
“Right now we're just looking at our 
game with Air Force this week.” 

BYU’s bid to upend Utah last 
weekend in front of a sea of 15,426 
red-clad fans at the Jon M. Huntsman 
Center fell short because of poor 
shooting and being outrebounded by 
the Utes. It did not help the Cougars 
for Utah’s Byron Wilson to get a ca- 
reer-high 25 points, which included 
6-9 shooting behind the three-point 
line. 

BYU was down 43-83 at the half by 
shooting just 34.8 percent from the 
field and managed only 38.6 percent 
for the game. 

Utah did not shoot much better, 
hitting for only 32.1 percent in the 
second half and 39.7 percent overall. 

But it was the boards that hurt the 
Cougars, who were outrebounded 44- 
41 by the Utes. 

BYU managed to cut a 12 point 
deficit to three at 63-60 with 4:49 to 
play. But Utah scored onits next nine 
possessions, mostly on free throws, 
bumping its lead back up to 12 with 50 
seconds remaining. 

Cougar Shawn Bradley scored 20 
points, had 10 boards and six blocks.

is broken and make sure the housing is BYU ap- 
proved, the representative said. 

“An investment of time can save you hundreds of 
dollars in the future,” he said. 

Priorities are different for different students. 
For some, rent is the biggest factor. 

For others, a private room or dishwasher and 
microwave are important elements in making the 
decision of where to live. 

Pace said while single students can start looking 
for housing several months before they move in, 
married students will not find much success until 
one or two months before they want to move in.

For anyone feeling the pressure of 
upcoming midterms, dating problems 
or unpleasant job situations, the 
stress management biofeedback lab 
may be able to help ease the burden. 

The lab helps people learn to deal 
with stress. In the lab, students are 
taught to fight tension with relax- 
ation, said Mike Maughn, coordinator 
and counselor of the lab. 

The lab is operated by BYU’s 
Counseling and Development Center. 

Lab instructors teach students how 
to use the biofeedback machines, 
which monitor stress. The instructors 
also give students advice on how to 
reduce anxiety and tension, Maughn 
said. 

“Biofeedback is a process to help 
you listen to what your body is telling 
you about stress,” said lab assistant 
Dawn Marie Pratt, a 22-year-old se- 
snior majoring’in family. science from 
4..,Brighton,Mich, 

“The biofeedback tachine consists 
of an electromyograph, or EMG, 
which measures muscle tension. 

It’s usually placed on a person’s 
forehead, jaw, shoulder or neck, 
Pratt said. 

Maughn said, “Biofeedback train- 
ing has proved to be effective in re- 
ducing such stress-related symptoms 
as tension and migraine headaches, 
anxiousness, nervousness and pain

Seatbelt use can reduce traffic 
deaths by nearly 57 percent and 
severe injury by 75 percent.

“By monitoring their skin tempera- 
ture and muscle tension, the lab assis- 
tant will know how relaxed a person 
is,” Pratt said. 

“Then, as they try different relax- 
ation techniques, they can monitor 
which ones work best,” he said. 

Maughn said people usually re- 
spond to a tense situation by becom- 
ing tense themselves. 

When students encounter a stress- 
ful situation, they are taught to use it 
as a cue to relax. 

When people become stressed, 
they don’t often recognize it, Pratt 
said. “Relaxation helps them to bring 
their bodies down from being so 
tense. It helps them to calm down. 
Then, when people are calmer, they 
can deal with stress better.” 

According to Maughn, there are 


three. major goals, in, biofeedback _- 
training. “The firstsone dsnforcus ito. 


develop an increased awareness of 
our body functions so we can more 
clearly tell when the body is operating 
normally or under stress. 

“The second goal is to establish bet- 
ter control over these functions by 
using the machines as a source of 
feedback,” Maughn said. 

“The third goal is to transfer that 
control from the training room to ev- 
eryday situations in life,” he said. 


Children under the age of 2 have to be 
in a car seat and children under the 
age of 5 had to be restrained by a 
seatbelt. 

In February 1990, this law was up- 
dated, requiring children under the 
age of 8 to be restrained by a seatbelt. 
Failing to do so is a primary offense 
with a fine of $20. 

All states now have child restrain- 
ing laws. 

The law was also amended from 
having the parents be responsible for 
restraining the child to having the 
driver be responsible.

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Trailer fire 
kills pet; 
family OK

Fire destroyed a Provo trailer 
home Friday morning, less than 
one week after another trailer fire 
claimed the life of a Provo woman. 

The latest fire occurred shortly 
after 8 a.m. at #78 of the Silver 
Fox Campground, 101 W. 1500 
South. 

No one was home at the time of 
the fire, said Provo City Fire In- 
spector Dennis Moss. 

Angela Smith, 24, and her three 
children, ages 8, 6 and 2, had spent 
the night elsewhere. 

The trailer was totaled, Moss 
said. Damage was estimated at 
$12,000. 

In this latest fire, the Smith fam- 
ily dog, a poodle, was locked inside 
and died from smoke inhalation, 
Moss said. 

The earlier fire occurred Feb. 9, 
at the Imperial Trailer Court, 
killing a 48-year-old woman. 

“The fire was attributed to a 
television set that was on a bunk 
bed,” he said. 

Smith reported that the cord of 
the small, portable television was 
loose. 

The fire was reported by a neigh- 
bor who saw smoke coming out of 
the trailer, Moss said. 

“Tt looks like this one had smol- 
dered for about an hour,” he said. 

Anything that may not have 
burned in the trailer sustained a lot 
of heat damage, he said. 

Smith and her children are stay- 
ing with her husband . 

Corry Tanner, executive direc- 
tor for the Red Cross in Provo, said 
the Red Cross is coordinating relief 
efforts — like providing food and 
clothing — with Smith’s bishop and 
will help Smith’s family relocate to 
another home, paying the first 
month’s rent if necessary, Tanner 
said. 

Smith said she would like to 
thank her family, friends and “peo- 
ple we don’t even know (who) have 
called us to see what they could 
do.”

Utah rest homes face new conflicts

Rest homes and convalescent cen- 
ters have been plagued for years with 
numerous problems, and these prob- 
lems have compounded since Utah al- 
lows the elderly to live with mentally 
impaired patients. 

Virginia Bonker, 74, resident at the 
Sunset Convalescent Center, said she 
has been struck several times by one 
mentally impaired patient, and one 
such incident resulted in Bonker’s jaw 
being broken. 

Regardless of the abuse, state offi- 
cials can’t take the mentally impaired 
patients out of the elderly housing. 

There are a limited number of facili- 
ties and staff available to provide 
quality health care for all patients, 
said Nilda Bruce, owner of Sunset 
Convalescent Center.

To care for the elderly, nursing cen- 
ter administrators must follow state 
regulations to qualify for state funds. 

These regulations include having 
two facility inspections per year, 
staffing qualified personnel, organiz- 
ing volunteer activities and maintain- 
ing medical care, Bruce said. 

Involving family members and al- 
lowing mentally impaired patients 
into the rest homes are also required, 
she said. 

Local non-profit organizations such 
as the United Way, religious groups 
and various BYU departments lend a 
helping hand with coordinating activi- 
ties for therapeutic purposes and alle- 
viating boredom. 

Jean Mangnum, a Provo United 


Way volunteer, acts as an ombuds- 
man between patients and the state 
and local health boards. 

She also monitors many local re- 
tirement homes and convalescent 
centers. 

“We check to make sure individuals 
are being cared for properly. If I no- 
tice a patient is being ignored, I tell 
the nurse,” Mangnum said. 

“If the issue continues, I must re- 
port negligence to the health board,” 
Mangum said. 

But most of the local homes are 
working hard to comply with the reg- 
ulations, she said. 

The State Health Care Department 
also plays a major role in monitoring 
the state’s retirement homes and cen-
